GIVE BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF WHAT HAPPENED: 

On Thursday, January 10, 2013, at approximatel y 1527 hours, an off-duty officer was flagged down by a 
citizen, who directed him to a stabbing in front of HHAIabama Avenue, Southeast, Washington, D.C. The 
officer called for assistance over the Seventh District channel and additional units quickly arrived. District of 
Columbia Fire & EMS personnel were summoned to the scene and transported the decedent to MEDSTAR. 
The decedent was found to have a puncture wound to the left chest area. The decedent was pronounced dead at 
1609 hours by Dr. Street. The decedent's remains were transported to the Office of the Chief Medical 
Examiner. On Friday January 11, 2012, an autopsy was performed on the decedent's remains by Doctor 
Mortzinos of the DC Office of the Chief Medical Examiner. At the conclusion of this examination, Doctor 
Mortzinos concluded that the decedent's death was caused by a single stab wound to the heart and the manner 
was ruled a homicide . As a result of this stabbing, members of the Metropolitan Police Department's Homicide 
Branch responded to (H Alabama Ave, Southeast, to investigate. A search of the decedent and his clothing 
collected from the scene and elsewhere did not reveal the presence of any weapons. 

During the preliminary stages of the investigation, !aw enforcement personnel viewed video footage of cameras 
located in and around "Alabama Express Liquor:;'", which is located atflH&labama Avenue. Southeast, 
Washington, D.C. Captured in the vid eo foo tage was a gray Ford van. The gray Ford van was observed 
parking in the parking lot alongside of ■■Alabama Avenue, Southeast, Washington. D.C. hour black males 
exited from the gray van. Three of the black males who exited the van were wearing dark hooded jackets and 
yellow "high visibility" vests and the fourth subject was wearing a dark hooded jacket and tan pants. This 
fourth subject will be hereafter referred to as the suspect. Within a short period of time, the suspect and two of 
the subjects wearing the "high visibility" vests entered "Alabama Express Liquors". While the subjects were 
inside the liquor store, the decedent entered the store. Video surveillance footage from inside the store showed 
an apparent verbal altercation between the decedent and the suspect occurred inside the store. 

The video footage captured the escalation of the argument and showed the decedent being punched by the 
suspect. The decedent, the suspect, and the two subjects wearing the "high visibility" vests were escorted from 
the store by store employees. The suspect and the subjects wearing the visibility vests left the store ahead of the 
decedent. As the suspect was exiling, he appeared to produce an object from his left front pants pocket and 
began to open or unfold it in the manner that one would unfold a pocket knife. Once outside, the footage shows 
one subject wearing a "high visibility" vest pass the front window of the store first. The suspect is then 
observed, facing the decedent as he exited the store. The suspect with his right arm extended to his right side is 
observed moving alongside the decedent as the decedent passes the front window. Before leaving the view of

the .cagiera, the suspect moved in closer to the decedent with his arm still extended. It should be noted that 
■blood is observed on the sidewalk within steps of where the suspect was last seen engaging the decedent. 

Within seconds of the decedent and the suspect passing the window, the second subject wearing a "high 
visibility" vest followed closely behind. The two subjects wearing the "high visibility" vests leave the scene a 
short time later. The decedent is observed running into the adjacent parking lot, ripping his shirt off and then 
subsequently collapsing on the sidewalk, in front of the parking lot of the liquor store. 

During the subsequent investigation, investigators focused on the vehicle that the subjects arrived in. As a 
result of the investigation, the driver was interviewed and will herein be referred to as W-l. W-i stated that FT 
along with two of IT's coworkers, whose identity is known to law enforcement, arrived at the location. W-l 
reported that IT and one of it coworkers entered the store while the other waited outside. While inside the store, 
a short individual entered the store and began to verbally argue with a tall subject that was already inside the 
store when they arrived. According to W-l, the short individual stated something to the effect of "Fuck that 
ima kill your bitch ass." It was then, the verbal argument escalated into a fight. W-l stated that the store owner 
ushered everyone out of the store. W-I stated that "they" started fighting as they went in the direction of the 
parking lot. However, W-l and IT'S coworker immediately left in the opposite direction. 

W-l added that the short individual said something to the effect of "I'm going to get my shit ".It was unclear at 
what point this comment was made. W-l stated that IT did not know the tall guy that was involved in the fight 
and that IT arrived only with two individuals . A cellular phone number was also obtained for this witness. 
Investigators know from the surveillance video that the tall individual arrived in the gray van with W-l . 



Investigators reviewed the call records for the operator of the van. The phone number ^^^^^H was 
shown to have contacted the driver of the van immediately after t he murder. Investigators lear ned that th at 
number was registered to a Bumis Cole with an a ddres s of JBiBuena Vista Terrace SE, Apt ^^HBuena 

Vista Terrace SE is approximate]) 1 .4 miles from flB^iabama Avenue SE. A W.A.L.E.S. inquiry was 
conducted with this information which provided investigators with a photograph of Burnis Cole. Upon your 
affiant looking at a MPDC photograph of Burnis Cole, PDID: 474-599, it is apparent that he was the subject 
who exited the mini-van, punched the decedent, and who engaged the decedent outside as depicted on the 
video. It was also learned that the driver of the van worked for a construction company working on a job site 
located upper Northwest, Washington DC. 

On Monday January 1 5, 201 3, a second witness was interviewed, who will herein be referred to as W-2. W-2 
viewed a Youtube video that was prepared for public viewing of the surveillance footage from the Alabama 
Express liquor store. Upon seeing the video, W-2 identified the suspect as Burnis Cole. W-2 sees Burnis 
Cole on a regular basis. Also, W-2 knows that Burnis Cole works construction and is an associate of 
W-l. 

Based on the facts and circumstances, this affiant requests that a District of Columbia Judge issue an Arrest 
Warrant for the Defendant Bumis Cole, PDID: 474599 charging him accordingly.
